‘Boston, Muss, Jan. 23.—Cheering thou · 
sands met Harry K. Thaw at the north 
terminal station here this afternoon 
when the slayer of Stanford White ar- 
rived from Concord, N. H., where earlier 
in the day he had been surrendered to 
the New York authorities as « fugitive 
from justice. 

The train on which Thaw was a pas 
senger rolled into the station at an hour 
when tena of thousands of commutore 
were hurrying to their homes. 
Although an extra detail of police was 
on hand to maintain order, the crowd be- 
came unmanegeabie and falriy swept the 
officers off their feet. When the beaming 
face of the fugitive was seen there was 
tremendous cheering. It was plainly a 
“Thaw crowd.” 


Disappointed at Delay. 


Thaw was hustied through the surging, 
cheering throng. After reaching an exit. 
he and his attendants entered a taxicab 
and were Given to a hotel. |

most earnest effort of my life to lead a 


good life and respect law.” 

I bade him good-by and took a train 
for Chicago, my home. Mr. Rimmer was 
only one of the many wardens that I had 
met during my checkered past. Por 
twenty-five years I had been making 
the acquaintance of different wardens 
throughout the United Statee—a forced 
acquaintance, if you please. 

Been in Many Prisons, 
I have been confined in numerous pris- 
ons. My picture adorns the walls of all 
police stations in most large cities and 
sheriffs’ offices in the smaller towns. They 
all knew me. During my two year so- 
journ in the prison at Nashville, I had 
come to the conclusion to call a halt in 
my career. The fact that they all knew 
me and I had been 80 ill starred in my 
operations made me discouraged in my 
underworld profession at this late hour. 

When I took my train for Chicago I 
was fully determined to respect law. It 
was a determination that I knew would 
receive a chilly welcome and understand - 
ing from my underworid and official ac- 
quaintances. I realized that I had a bat- 
tle before me to make good after twenty- 
five years as society’s opponent. But, I 
was through. No more for Booster.” 


| All Mystery to. Mother. 

1 arrived in Chicago the morning of 
Dec. 12. 1 took a street car for my home. 
At that little home was a dear old mother 
waiting for me. She had been waiting 
for years. She did not understand my 
past. It was all Greek to her. After 
greeting her 1 told ber that I had come 
to remain. 5 
So, here I am in Chicago. I have ac- 
cepted the reform that they had preached 


ito me for twenty-five years from many 


different prison chapels. Realizing the 
disadvantages for one of my type I con- 
cluded to write Mr. Gleason, the chief 
of police; a letter, informing him that I 
was in the city and that I came on a 
“ peaceful errand” and with respect for 
law. I wrote such a letter. 


Also Writes to Mayor. 


I also wrote Carter H. Harrison « let - 
ter.

I requested this father to go and talk to 
the chief for me... 


Priest Goes to Gleason. 

The priest went and talked with the 
Ghief for me.

KAISER AIDS AUSTRIA 
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PETROGRAD, Jan. 23.—Sanguinery en- 
counters between the Cossack advance of 


the German fortress of Thorn and Ger- 
man forces southeast of Kikol were re- 
ported in dispatches from the front today. 

Under a murderous fire from a German 
infantry regiment the cavalry was forced

Russia Counts on Roumania, 

During the last month Russian mi- 
tary authorities have been receiving in- 
formation that all the railroad lines lead- 
ing from Prussien Silesia through Hun- 
gary to the Roumanian frontier and 
Bukowina have been closed to nonmili- 
tary traffic, while hundreds of trains 
loaded with troops and munitions have 
been forwarded from Germany. 

Asa result of the change in the Teutons’ 
plans, Gen. Ivanoff has halted the Rus- 
sian forces planning to break through the 
Kirlababa pase into the plains of Hun- 


southern Bukowina, the Russian army in 
that region retaining positions a few 
miles north of Water Dorna. 

In the belief that Roumania will short- 
ly hurl 600,000 fresh troops across the 
Hungarian border inte Transylvania, the 
Russian gemeral staff is ordering no fresh 
bodies of Russian troops into the Buko- 
wina campaign.

No Orphans for Chicago. . 

This was the genera! situation of Bel- 
gium and the refugee camps when Tax 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE prosecuted the inves- 
tigation in the effort to aid the chiidren 
and provide homes for them m America. 
The formal representations were made 
to buth the Belgian and English govern- 
ments, to the high prelates of the church, 
Cardinal Mercier at Malines, and OCardi- 
nal Bourne at London, to bishops and 
priests, to mother superiors in orphan- 
ages, convents and places of temporary 
refuge, and to municipal authorities. 

We were met with. words of warm 
praise on every hand, many. such expres- 
sions being reduced to writing, but to all 
proposals to take the children away we 
were met with a refusal that was kindly 
put but firmly insisted on. The searching 
inquiry resulted in the disclosure that it 
is not possible at this time to bring the 
Belgian war orphans to the United States. 


Germans Do Not Halt Aid. 

In this conmection and in the interest of 
accurate history it should be stated that 
the German authorities have in no way 
obstructed the relief work in Belgium 
that is being prosecuted through the gen- 
eral relief committees, except where it 
was absolutely necessary to keep every- 
body a safe distance from the actual 
fighting ines. 

The Germans did stop a bread line that 
had been established at a little village 
on the Holland frontier. This gave rise 
to the widely published rumor that the 
Germans were obstructing and hindering 
seriously the relief work. 


Here Is Truth. ' 

The truth was this: 

The little bread line turned out to bea 
clever spy system. The few loaves of 
bread sent over the border daily were 
found to contain important letters deal- 
ing with the military operations and 
established a link in a chain of spy work 
operating to the disadvantage of the Ger- 
mans. Of course, that was stopped.

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Making the New Circular Skirt. 


F the manufacturer rejoices in the 
extra amount of material needed in 


the new styles, the home dressmaker 

B® ig scarcely so joyous. Despite all 
| that has been said against it, the nar- 
„ straight skirt, when not overdone, 
‘was comfortable, graceful, light, and, 
most important, far more easily made and 
bung than the new circular skirt. How- 
ever, the circuler skirt being here, it is 
well to tackle its technicalities promptly. 
The rule of getting the pattern before 
the material is most important in making 
@ circular skirt. It cannet be developed 
from twenty-four inch eilk or other goods 


without dreadful piecing thet means 


Seams running at impossible angles. 
Thirty-six inch fabrics are the narrowest 
permissibie, preferably fifty or fifty-four 
inches wide. With the pattern it is easier 
te buy economically. : 

In buying « circular model both the 
waist and hip measure should exceed your 
own measurement by three-quarters of 
an inch on the halfway round. Otherwise 
the Skirt will be continually rising up. A 
gored pattern gives plenty of spring at 
the hips, but the cut of the ciroular skirt 
is so different that it cannot St tight even 
for a skirt that is to be entirely smooth. 

Having laid your pattern on a table and 
orms te your own 
measurements at waist and hip make any 
alterations in the pattern, first verifying 
the length. The waist measure if teo 


mall may be increased by slashing in 


three lengthwise lines from the waist 
to within three inches from the hips and 
spreading to the desired measurement. 
If the waist is too large make three dart 
shaped piaits in the same way, letting 
the plaits start at the upper edge and 
taper to nothing three inches from the 
hip line. Where the circular skirt is 
joined to a yoke the yoke is altered in the 
same way. 

Where the hip measure is too small 
Paste a piece of paper to the middle back 
edge of the pattern and measure straight 
out from the hip to the required amount. 
Place a rule at the waist line of the pat- 
tern and letting it touch at the added hip 
measure, draw a new back seam, making 
an unbroken straight line from top to 
bottom of skirt. 

If the length must be altered mark a 
new line on your material after the pat- 
tern is pinned in place to lengthen it; turn 
up the pattern for shorter lengths. 

In materials that have no decided up 
and down or nap and are fifty inches 
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materials that will need piecing must be 
cut lengthwise, - 
In cutting a circular skirt that is te 


fasten in the middle of the back fold the 


lengths of the dress material and pin the 
middle front of the pattern to this fold. 
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It will doubtless be found that the cloth 
ig too narrow to cut the skirt without 
piecing. However, cut the piece out 
which is pinned to the pattern. Now fold 
two ends of the ma tertal together and lay 
ft on the table with the raw edges up 
toward the top of the pattern. Sup the 


delvedge edges under the selvedges of the 


piece already cut. : 
Lap enough to make a seam, pin in place, 


carefully. a sheer 
put tissue paper under the seam in stitch- 
ing, later it off.

Between 400 and 500 exhibitors mean 
their staffs in the aggregate number 
about 6,000 people. About 95 per cent of 
these journey from distant poirts to the 
show. In addition to these, about 3,000 
automobile dealers from all parts of the 
country are numbered among the visitors. 
Many of there dealers meet at the shows 
or make appointments with prospective 
customers. Then, too, thousands of out 
of town automobile enthusiasts make a 
special trip to the automobile show, re- 
maining in the city over night, so that a 
conservative estimate would say that the 
automobile shows bring ai least 20,000 vie- 
itors from out of town places. The ex- 
hibitors and their attendants average 
seven days’ visit at the show; dealers and 


others average three days.

A large proportion do 
considerable shopping while in the me- 
tropoHs, for many come from compara- 
tively small towns, which do not offer the 
markets to be found in New York and 
Chicago. Transportation and taxicab 
companies get their share, and New York 
and Chicago may well be glad that they

Ot engineering skill the finest in the 
world has been obtained, and the results 
prove their worth. Although keen for 
special design and advantages for their 
mdividual cars, all the engineers have 
codperated through the Society of Au- 
tomobile Engineers and the N. A. C. C. 
in matters that were best for all, such 
as attaching parts and fittings for frames, 
bodies motors, and cars. 

To show the broad spirit dominating the 
leaders of the industry, makers have not 
alone been willing to interchange special 
ideas, but are now arranging what is 
known as a cross licensing agreement, by 
which each maker will interchange 
licenses under patents owned, without 
payment of royaity or any consideration 
other than the advancement of the art; 
all with the hope that costly patent liti- 
gation may be eliminated at least among 
the makers themselves, to the ultimate ad- 
vantage of the car buyer.

Melons in the 


HEN you are able to grow good 
melons, you may set yourself down 
as a successful garden-maker. One 
thing is certain, you can’t buy melons 
that taste as as those you grow. 

In the colder states, early maturing 
varieties must be chosen and grown as 
rapidly as possible. In the south, the 
season is longer and melon culture less of 
5 in rola G H Drop and 

mera em, oney Pp 
Montreal Nutmeg are good kinds. of 
muskmelons for the short-season gar- 
dener, and the chances of getting a crop 
will be reasonably good if seeds are 
sown up to the fifteenth of June. It is 
better to start some of the seeds much 
earlier, so that the cropping period will 
extend over several weeks. This may 
be done by using a hot bed, if the seeds 
are sown in paper pots, dirt bands, old 
strawberry boxes or six-inch squares 
sod placed grass side down. Then, when 
warm weather has come, the plants may 
be set in the open ground without dis- 
turbing their roots’ and almost without 
retarding their growth. 

Melons like light, rich soil; but if 
such is not available, the garden-maker 
need not be discouraged. Let him make 
his heavy ground as fine as le and 
mix well-rotted manure with it. Leaf 
mold or even a little sand or coal ashes 
may also be added. In — case, the 
ground must be well drain

t in the egg- chamber. A hygrometer 
only costs about $1.50, and it does away 
with the most difficult problems amateurs 
have to solve in artificial incubation. It 
is all very well for experienced poultry 
keepers to say that the amount of mois- 
ture can be gt uged by the increase of air 
space at the end of the egg. But the 
poor amateur can’t possibly know how 
much it should be increased from day to 
day, and so frequently makes mistakes 
which cost the lives of man 
when you have this little instrument to 
tell you — what is happening, there 
is no guesswork.
